*  Thu  Next  Legislature. 

Thu  Legislature  will  convene  at  Tren¬ 
ton  on  Tuesday,  tbe  Uth  of  next  month. 
Tbe  Republican*,  having  a  mujority  in 
both  House#,  will  control  tbe  orguuixa- 
tion,  which  is  tbe  first  business  to  be 
transacted.  No  doubt  the.ra  ara  "great 
expectations'’  indulged  by  thouo  office- 
seekers  and  camp-followers  of  the  party 
who  a r«»  looking  for  a  share  of  the  spoils 
in  the  shape  of  lucrative  bertha  at  the 
State  House  during  the  coming  winter 
months.  Unlees  wo  are  greatly  mistaken, 
there  ie  a  waking  up  throughout  tbe 
State  to  tbe  fact  that  justice  to  the  tax 
payer  demand#  from  our  legislators 
that  something  approaching  good  faith 
shall  follow  the  campaign  criee  of  econo¬ 
my  and  reform  which  go  up  yearly 
al>out  election-time,  but  aro  too  often 
lout  aigbt  of  afterwards.  ,  s 

The  past  record  of  both  Republican 
and  Democratic  administrations  estab¬ 
lishes  the  fact  that  in  both  there  is  room 
for  improvement  in  the  display  of  econo¬ 
my  and  reform.  Neither  party  in  dis¬ 
tinctively  entitled  us  yet  to  inscribe  those 
words  on  their  battle-flags. 

The  State  financial  reports  during  the 
post  dozen  yearn  exhibit  a  pretty  steady 
increase  of  legislative  expenditure*,  not 
in  salaries  of  numbers,  itiFtrne,  but  iu 
perquisite*  and  clerical  outgoes  of  an 
extravagant  nature.  The  expensr  s  of 
tbe  Legislature  for  1874  were  over  sixty- 
ire  thousand  dollars,— more  than  treble 
the  amount  expended  iu  18G2.  There 
is  no  good  reasop  why  these  expenses 
should  be  any  greater  now  than  ten  or 
twelve  years  ago. 

The  true  occosien  of  this  lavish  outlay 
must  be  patent  to  all  who  are  familiar 
with  political  machinery  ami  manage¬ 
ment  The  old  motto,  “‘To  the  victors 
belong  tbe  spoils,”  come*  inevitably  to 
the  front  after  every  political  conquest, 
and  is  at  tke  bottom  of  itull.  While  the 
legislator  may  be  satisfied  with  the  glo¬ 
ry  and  honor  of  his  position,  he  who 
does  the  party  work  claims  and  obtains 
hia  reward  in  a  more  substantial,  slape. 
Thereby  haDgs  .the  talc.  It  explain* 
clearly  how  and  why  it  is  uecessury  to 
to  have  double  the  uamber  of  leg'slutive 
employes  actually  necessarv,  and  to  give 
them  the  most  ri  liculotndy  extravagant 
remuneration.  In  illustration  of  this 
last  statement,  we  need  only  consider 
that  last  year  the  pay  of  onr  legislative 
Secretaries  and  other  officials  averaged 
forty  dollars  per  day  each.  Even  door¬ 
keepers  and  boys  employed  n9  pages, 
twenty  in  number,  received  from  $7.50 
to  $21  per  day  for  thi  six  weeks’  service 
they  rendered  1 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  average 
New  Jersey  taxpayer  may  well  be  aston¬ 
ished.  He  sees  how  the  State  Treasury 
has  been  robbed  by  wholesale  in  order 
that  political  paupers  and  cormorants 
might  thrive  and  fatten  at  his  expense. 
We  are  reluctant  to  intimate  that  there 
has  been  frand  or  robbery  on  the  part  of 
any  legislative  member,  but  it  does  not 
fall  far  short  of  it,  from  a  moral  point  of 
view.  The  questions  may  very  properly 
be  asked — Is  it  right,  is  it  honest,  that 
this  system  of  legalized  robbery,  to  put 
mildly,  shonld  be  maintained  ?  And  if 
not,  what  is  the  remedy  ?  It  is  this  : 

Let  the  honorable  gentlemen,  just 
about  taking  thsir  seats,  begin  by  a 
conscientious  regard  for  the  oath  of 
fidelity  to  their  duties,  which  they  must 
take,  as  prescribed  by  the  amended  Con¬ 
stitution.  The  obligation  means  just  ns 
faithful  a  regard  for  public  trusts  as  for 
one's  private  interests.  Let  the  legis¬ 
lators  of  both  parties  do  this.  Then 
will  there  be  a  leformation  far  more  real, 
substantial,  enduring,  than  tbe  mere 
party  promises  of  reform  which  ascend, 
and  vanish,  too  often,  with  the  smoke, 
heat  and  gaaof  political  campaign*.  Then 
shall  the  taxpayer  have  rea-on  to  hope 
that  bis  burden  will  really  be  lightened. 
Then,  instead  of  a  contagious  tendency 
everywhere  toward  tbe  extreme  of  ex¬ 
travagance.  and  consequently,  failures, 
defalcations  and  crime  in  all  tbe  phases, 
from  bad  to  worse,  there  will  be  a  return 
to  thrift  and  industrj  ;  a  prevalence  of 
virtue  and  its  rewards  rather  than  the  epi¬ 
demic  evils  of  unhappiness  and^ulu,  sure 
to  fallow  in  the  wake  of  prodigality. 
Not  only  will  our  taxes  then  be  lower, 
but  a  healthier  and  brighter  state  of  af¬ 
fairs,  financial,  social,  moral  and  politi¬ 
cal,  will  be  inaugurated.  Let  the  Legis¬ 
lature  set  this  bona  file  pattern  of  econ¬ 
omy  and  reform.  The  people  will  glaily 
appreciate  and  follow  the  example.

Geology  of  Bergen  Hill. 

Few  of  those  who  ride  daily  through 
the  roeky-faced  openings  mode  for.  our 
railways  iu  Bergen  Hill  take  the  time  to 
think  of  its  origiu  and  nature.  The 
geological  maps  show  us  that  this  rock- 
jibbod  barrier  extends  from  above  the 
Highlands  ou  the  Hudson,  forming  the 
I’alisudes,  down  to  Bergen  Point,  thence 
over  Newark  Bay  to  Htuteri  Island  and 
beyond  on  the  South.  The  trap  rock  of 
which  it  is  composed  i*  one  of  the  hard¬ 
est  rock  formations.  It  is  doubtless  r  of 
igneous  origiu,  Iraviug  lieen  thrown  tip 
iu  a  welted  state, through  some  vast  crev¬ 
ice  iu  the  earth's  crust,  and  spread  ont 

which 

ia  often  found  lyiug  beneath,  sometime# 
at  u  greut  depth.  Geologists  consid¬ 
er  this  as  positive  proof  that  the  sand¬ 
stone  was  deposited  by  water,  previous 
to  the  emotion  of  the  trap. 

Buch,  doubtless,  wa*  the  ancient  ori¬ 
gin  of  this  rock  elevation,  which,  in  our 
modern  day,  has  proved  so  formidable 
an  obstacle  [to  railway  travel  and  en¬ 
gineering  skill.  Rising  abruptly  about 
one  hundred  and  twt-nty-five  feet  above 
tide-water,  it  has  been  found  neuessary 
to  censtrnct  several  passages  through  it, 
at  great  expense.  These  excavations,  by 
one  drop  cut  and  two  tunnels,  have 

brosght  to  light  some  of  the  rarest  and 
moat  beautiful  mineral  forms  that  are 
found  in  the  world.  These  minerals,  of 
the  Zeolite  family,  have  been  long  *go 
deposited  iu  veins  and  fissure#  made  by 
the  contraction  of  the  rock  on  cooling. 
By  the  infiltration'  of  water  through  the 
crevices,  carrying  with  it  as  it  passes  on 
and  holding  in  solution  carbonate  of 
lime,  silica,  alumina,  potash  and  soda, 
have  been  formed  these  (minerals  now 
brought  to  the  surface  by  the  miners, 
i.nd  called,  from  their  variodfc  deriva¬ 
tions,  Cal  cits.  Apophyllits,  Datolite,  Slit- 
bite,  Pectolite,  Chabasite,  Hsulandite, 
Lnmnonite,  Prehnite,  (Jmelen  ite,  Natro- 
life,  etc.  They  are  often  of  tbe  purest 
white  or  the  most  [beautiful  green  or 
straw  color.  Their  chemical  constituents, 
different  crystalline  forms,  name*  of  dis¬ 
coverers,  etc.,  give  them  their  peculiar 
distinctions. 

•  The  shaft  openings  of  the  D.  L.  &  W. 
Tunnel,  now  building,  are  visited  daily 
by  those  intareated  in  the  study  of  min¬ 
eralogy,  and  many  fine  specimen  are 
finding  their  way  to  tbe  geologists’  cabi¬ 
nets  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  We 
are  indebted  to  Rev.  E.  Seymour,  min¬ 
eralogist,  of  this  place,  for  fcbe  informa¬ 
tion  given  above,  and  fer  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  inspect  these  and  many  other  simi¬ 
lar  curiosities  from  all  parts  of  the  globe, 
at  bis  New  York  Mineral  Agoncy,  No. 52 
Beekman  street.  At  the  Agency  can  be 
obtained  collections  of  from  50  to  100 
of  the  more  important  varieties  of  mine¬ 
rals  and  rocks,  labeled  and  numbered 
in  correspondence  wiib  descriptions  in 
an  accompanying  pamphlet.  They  are 
inclosed  in  n»at  walnut  cases,  not  larger 
than  a  lady^s  writing  desk,  and,  cost¬ 
ing  only  from  S15  to  $50,  are  attainable 
for  schools,  teachers  or  private  individ¬ 
uals.  A  collection  would  make  a  beauti¬ 
ful  as  well  as  novel  and  euduriug  Christ¬ 
mas  or  New  Year  present.

The  State  Census,  taken  the  pastS^n- 
mer,  is  now  so  far  completed  us  to  show 
a  handsome  gain  for  1875  over  1870.  Not 
a  little  of  tho  increase  is  to  be  attributed 
to  the  opening  up  of  property  in  the 
counties  nearest  New  York,  by  means  of 
increased  railway  facilities;  the  enter¬ 
prise  of  the  property  owners  also  having 
its  due  effect.  Hudson  County  shows 
the  most  rapid  result,,  the  population 
having  increased  from  129,288,  iu  1870 
to  170,859  in  1875.  Essex  County  hns 
increased  from  143,907  to  169,056  in  the 
same  period.  Several  counties  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  State  appear  to  have 
retrograded.

Of  all  the  lads  present  only  two,  David  Hastie 
and  Joseph  Metzler  had  sufficient  presence  of 
mind  in  the  first  momenta  of  excitement  which 
Haberle’a  great  peril  created,  to  render  him 
any  assistance.  There  is  little  censure  to  be 
bestowed  upon  the  crowd,  however,  fer  to  ven¬ 
ture  on  tho  tliiu,  cracking  Ice  was  sure  to  be  at¬ 
tended  with  danger,  as  the  two  lads  who  were 
old  enough  to  do  so  soon  found.  They  advanc¬ 
ed  to  where  Habcrle  was  fighting  for  his  life, and 
one  was  in  the  act  of  reaching  out  a  strap  for 
him  to  grasp,  when  the  ice  beneath  them  broke 
and  they,  too,  were  immediately  struggling  in 
the  chilling  water.  Now  the  consternation 
among  the  young  witnesses  of  the  catastrophe 
knew  no  bounds.  Bat  there  was  one  in  the 
drowd,  a  crippled  boy  named  Dasinann,  living 
in  the  neighborhood,  who  retained  sufficient 
self-possession  to  throw  a  clothesline  to  the  un¬ 
fortunate  boys.  In  this  way  he  stved  Metzler. 
He  then  threw  the  rope  to  Hastie.  but  before 
the  latter  could  seize  It  he  wa*  pullcn  duwu  out 
of  sight  by  Habcrle.  Both  were  drowned.  Haa- 
tie's  body  was  soon  recoveied  by  Dasumnn  and 
a  companion,  who  nreenred  a  boat  and  began  a 
search,  but  that  of  Habcrle  was  not  found  until 
two  hours  afterward.
